In every civilised 
question of forestry wag a primary State Sa 
and a national concern. In ages past I 
was famous for its fine forests, and English 
monarchs obtained oak from Ireland with 
which to build ships, and to roof Westminster 
Hall, which had stood the test of “three 
hundred years. In America there were 
seventeen million acres of forests; in Ireland’ 
there were now only 290,000 acres. Ireland 
was to-day the barest and the worst planted 
country in the world. 

Many jan Jlordg had done a great deal to 
keep the country wooded, but as the tenants 
became owners of the land they, for some 
stupid reason, cut down the trees that grew 
on their farms, as if they were enemies. The 
Ivish Parliament was forced to pass an Act 
forbidding the export of timber except to 
Engiand. To-day a labourer’s cottage could 
not be built in any part of Ireland without 
importing foreign wood for it. 

Trees utified the country, and they pro- 
vided building materials, fruit, shelter, and 
Hon d to cattle. 

He advocated the holding of Arbor Day 
in Ireland, and the planting of trees by in- 
dividuals, but the work could only be done 
effectually by the State. 


GOVERNMENT’S INTENTIONS. 


Mr. Forbes, of the Forestry artment, 
ae that the Government intended to plant 

0,000 acres with trees. At present the 
Department had 40,000 acres in hands, and 
the work would be carried on at the rate 
2,000 acres a year, instead at the rate of 
200 acres ten years ago. 

Major Cooper said that he had planted 
50,000 trees; but the main obstacle to re- 
afforestation was that the private owner who 
planted trees paid the same rates, and almost 
the same taxes, as the man who grew beef, 
while the tree grower had to wait forty or 
fiftv years for a return of his money. 

When that obstacle was removed there 
would be many more private individuals will- 
ing to plant. 


WHAT TEN YEARS COULD DO,
